Wc don't like this business of a 


press-agent intervening between the 
people's representatives and the peo- 
ple. 


Any man who can't speak or write 


to his constituents without another 
man's voice or another man's words 
ought to get out of public life—and 
he will get out, as fast as the peo- 
ple discover him for what he really 
is, a fraud. 


I presume the Little Rock news- 


paper mcn abandoned their public- 
ity proposal because the great majority 
of the legislators turned it down. 


That is to the credit of the legis- 


lature. 


All of us have a common interest 


in reporting accurately and fairly on 
the legislative session. We want our 
facts to be accurate; and we want to 
fairly evaluate cacii man's 
contri- 


bution to the worth of the session. 


In this respect, an impartial news 


report—with paid press-agents forbid- 
den—is just as important to the pub- 
lic as tho printing of the House Jour- 
nal is to the representatives. 


The Journal prints each representa- 


tive's record during his stay in the 
House, being the incumbent's proof 
of his record, and being the foundat- 
ion for his opponent's attack, if any, 
in the next election. 


And likewise, an impartial news re- 


port tells the people back home day- 
by-day just what actually happened 
—not what some individual legislator 
wanted the papers to say.

Graziani May 
Be Next Ousted 
Italian Chief 


Africa, Once His 
Good Fortune, 
Now Looks Like 
His Undoing

Africa has been Rodolfo Graziani's 


fortune and now Africa may be the 
undoing of the famous Italian field 
marshal. He won high place fight- 
ing African 
natives. He may 
lose 


high place by taking a shellacking at 
the hands of British troops in Egypt. 


• Just as the angry Mussolini accept- 
ed the "resignation" of Marshal Bado- 
glio because of the failure of the 
campaign against the Greeks, so a 
disgusted Ducc may accept the "resi- 
gnation" of Graziani because of the 
debacle in Egypt. 


Quickly summarized, Graziani's car- 


eer reads: forsook the law to enlist 
ns a volunteer in the army which 
gave Italy the Red Sea colony of KTH- 
ica in Africa. Next in campaign which 
wrested Tripoli from Turkey. Served 
in World War, being several times 
wounded and 
ending as 
youngest 


colonel in Italy's army. Back to Africa 
where his victories won lands which 
enabled Tripoli end Cyrenaica to be 
united as Libya. Commanded troops 
in Somalilancl in campaign which con- 
quered Ethiopia. Made viceroy of Eth- 
iopia in 1937, and was wounded by 
hand grenades tossed at him by Ethi- 
opians in Addis Ababa. 


When Italy entered present war was 


made chief of staff of Italian forces 
and commander of the Army of the 
Po. After Marshal Balbo died in an 
airplane accident last July, Graziani 
went, to Libya to comanmd all Ital- 
ian .forces in North Africa. Later he 
was given job of advancing 
frorri 


Llibya into Egypt, the ultimate goal 
being the Suez Canal.

000 persons. 


Word to boil the drinking water 


was flashed throughout the city by 
mvcspapers, telephone, loud speakers 
and word of mouth when the polu- 
tion became known. 


An open hearing brought testimony 


that a city water crew chief, on routine 
checkup, had packed a valve and 
opened it. The valve, testimony dis- 
closed, connected high pressure fire 
fighting mains filled with river water 
with mains supplying the greater por- 
tion of the city. The valve was open 
from Wednesday afternoon 
until 8 


a. m. Friday. 


Public eating places, hotels and hos- 


pitals were hard pressed to furnish 
enough boiled water. 
Demands for

The school will be established by

and aviation enthusiast, is president 
of the Southern Air Service. He has 
spent considerable lime here, inspect- 
ing, the airport site and confevrin^ 
with Mayor James P. McGaiifehy and 
other civic leaders.

Infestation of 
Horses, Mules 
by Bots Likely 


Carbon Disulphide 
Remedy; 50- 
Animal Herds to 
Be Treated 


Observations made this fall indi- 


cate that the infestation of zots in 
horses and mules this year will be 
heavy, Oliver L. Adams, county agent, 
said Thursday. 


Thick deposits of eggs of the leg 


botfly were seen on the fore legs, 
breasts, and mane of most work an- 
imals and young stock in pastures. 


These eggs, the county agent said, 


are taken into the mouth by the 
horses, and finally reach the stomach, 
^here they spend the winter in 
bunches attached to the walls of the 
stomach. Their injurious effect, to- 
gether with stomach worms and large 
intestinal roundworms of horses, has 
long been recognized. 


According to M. W. Muldrow of the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture .thousands of horses and 
mules in Arkansas have been treated 
during the past five years with carbon 
disulphide with satisfactory results. 
After treatment, the Extension animal 
husbandman said, horses have done 
better on the same amount of feed, 
and have had fewer attacks of colic. 
The same close will get rid of bots, 


i stomach worms, and the large intes- 


tinal roundworms. The roundworms 
are found in the intestines in such 
large masses at times that they may 
cause obstructions in addition to the 
parasitic effect. 
.If given now, the treatment will rid 
the animals of winter trouble from 
these parasites, and reinfestation will 
not occur until much of the heavy 
work of next season is over. 


Working together, owners of work 


stock who assemble their animals in 
groups of 50 or more can obtain the 
services of a veterinarian at a nom- 
inal charge per head. 


Infestations of these parasites cause 


retarded growth in colts, and impairs 
the health of older horses. Some of 
the outstanding signs of infestation in 
colts are general unthriftiness, rough 
hair coat, 
and 
paleness of mem- 


branes of mouth and eyes. 
Older 


horses, Mr. Muldrow 
said, exhibit 


unthriftiness and lower vitality at 
work; they tire easily and are sub- 
ject to frequent 
illness from colic.

May Be Used to 
Buy Cows, Hogs 
and Chickens 


Assignments of Triple-A payments 


may be given to secure purchase price 
of cows, hogs and chickens under a 
new definition of AAA regulations, 
according to information received by 
Oliver L. Adams, county agent, from 
J. 13. Daniels, state administrative of- 
ficer of the AAA. 


The new definition was received 


by Mr. Daniels in a letter from I. W. 
Duggan, director of the AAA southern 
region, who stated Ihnt the question 
hml been raised (it n conference of 
Extension Workers held recently in 
Washington as to whether or not an 
assignment for the purchase of a milk 
cow could be considered as given for 
the purpose of financing the making 
of a crop. 


The definition of the term "to fi- 


nance making of a crop" in assign- 
ment regulations includes this item, 
"to provide food, clothing, and olhcr 
necessities required by the assignor 
of persons dependent upon the as- 
signor for the purpose of making a 
crop." 


In 
explaining the 
definition 
Mr. 


Duggan stated that an assignment may 
properly be made to socure the pur- 
chase price of a milk cow. An assign- 
ment may also be given to secure the 
purchase price of hogs, poultry or 
other livestock needed on the farm 
for the purpose of providing food for 
the |K'rsons making Ihe crop. 


This new definition on assignments, 


Mr. Daniels said, probably will bring 
about an increase in the number of 
hogs, chickens and 
milk cows on 


farms and will enable families who 
heretofore have been unable to buy 
such livestock to have them to in- 
crease the food supply for farm fam- 
ilies.

Cut a .'-trip of fab- 
lic that length and width, allowing 
1-2 inch for seams. Cut another strip 
of thin cotton padding the tame size.
